Medco Corporation, developers of 
the new Foothill Knolls residen- 
tial area, received council action 
Thursday night with the city} 
agreeing to pay a $7,377.17 claim | 
but declining payment of a sec- 
ond claim for $7,900. 

At the request of the City, 
Medco Corp. installed in its main 
north-south street, proceeding 
north from Foothill boulevard, a 
15-inch sewer line instead of the 
customary eight inch line. The 
city made the request as the 
master sewage plan for the city 
called for a 15-inch sewage main 
to run north from Foothill Blvd. 
to 14th St. just west of the Foot- 
hill Knolls project. By incorpora- 
ting the larger-sized pipe in their 
sewage installation plans, Medco 
Corp. saved the city the expense 
of later duplicating the line. Ad- 
ditional cost to the Corp. of in- 
stalling the 15-inch main was 
$7,377.17, so the council quickly 
authorized payment, and ex- 
pressed appreciation to the cor- 
poration for its cooperation. 

The second Medco claim, based 
on a five-week delay in com- 
pletion of the Foothill Knolls 
project, allegedly due to a change 
in sewage routing suggested by 
the city, after plans were already 
prepared, was denied. 

Medeco’s original sewage plan 
required that a line run east on 
Foothill boulevard to Grove Ave., 
then south on Grove to San Ber- 
nardino Rd., thence southwest 
on S.B. Rd. to a point near San 
Antonio hospital where it would 
connect with the city sewage sys- 
tem. 

The city suggested that the cor- 
poration could follow an alter- 
nate plan, by installing a 15-inch 
line, instead of the eight ‘and 10- 
inch proposed for the ‘round- 
about route, from the project 
site west on Foothill to the near- 
track, thence south along the 
track to San Bernardino Rd., and 
west to the point of connection.

Opening of Second Ave. Over 


Santa Fe Involves Many Issues 


It has been the dream of many Uplanders for years that 
Second Ave. would be extended across the Santa Fe right-of- 
way. Now the hope of a generation is nearing the point of deci- 
sion within the Upland city hall. 


With the Santa Fe officials and the Public Utility Com- 
mission officials verbally giving their approval and with the 
Upland city councilmen informally budgeting the city’s share 
of state gasoline tax funds to pay the local cost of the improve- 
ment, the local officials are faced with the question; 


“Should the crossing be authorized in the light of the 
adverse affect on the city’s downtown industrial activity?” 


Jan. 31 is the time for a public hearing in the city hall. 
It ig well for all interests to be considered when the advantages 
to the business district and to the community as a whole will 
be discussed and when the views of the protestants will be 
heard. 


The proposed improvement has been urged for years by 
the Upland chamber of commerce and the business people be- 
cause of the benefits that would accure to the business and 
municipal center. 


Representatives of the industries along the Santa Fe right- 
of-way have filed protests against the proposed crossing be- 
cause of the resulting inconvenience and changes that would 
be experienced by these industries and by the citrus growers. 


The proponents and the opponents, therefore, are think- 
ing of their selfish interests. The councilmen may have to de- 
cide whose selfish interests would be most seriously affected 
and act accordingly. 


It seems odd that after years of discussion and work 
toward achieving the goal and after many, many months of 
working on engineering details and getting the proceedings 
up to a point of near realization that local opposition should 
develop. Be that as it may, there are good arguments on each 
side. 


Among the advantages for the Santa Fe crossing at Sec- 
ond Ave, are these 


It will provide an easy inter-change of residents between 
the north and south portions of the community. 


It will tend to make “business better” in Upland. It will 
more solidly unite the community. It will provide a convenient, 
modem, attractive, safe rail crossing in the business and muni- 
cipal center. 


Second Ave., the city’s principal business thoroughfare, 
would be connected and thus extend from Seventh St. to Foot- 
hill Blvd. This “through” artery would provide an easy, con- 
venient route for the several hundred residents in the so-called 
Olivedale section of Upland in getting to the business district, 
the city hall and other public places. 


This easy-access route would reduce the traffic flow on 
Euclid Ave. and unless there is some diversion away from 
Euclid, the traffic congestion on that artery will become a ser- 
ious problem to local residents, Thus, Second Ave. would be- 
come a major and active “local” thoroughfare. 


; The new crossing would give the community that which 
it does not have now — automatically controlled crossing- 
guard gates for the maximum protection. 


As with other proposed improvements in the community, 


this is a “long range” proposal — one that will become in- 
creasingly important to the community and its expanding 
population. 


How about the other crossings — Sultana Ave., Campus 
Ave. and Euclid—are they not adequate? 


It is possible that even with the new crossing, the Sultana 
crossing might be maintained for use of the adjacent fruit 
packing concerns and the Scheu Products Co. Even so, it is a 
crossing that is neither adequate nor conducive, comes to a 
dead end at ‘A’ St., is a deterrent for an easy inter-flow of traf- 
fic within the city and is hazardous. 


The Campus Ave. crossing is very inconvenient for resi- 
dents who want to come to the municipal and business center. 
It is more of an artery for “through” traffic rather than for local 
use. It also lacks the modem protective facilities. 


Euclid is a very, very busy thoroughfare, handling as it 
does the major north-south flow of motorists, who are headed 
fer or are. leaving the freeway. Local motorists are finding it 
increasingly difficult to get into the fast-moving lines of cars, 


Thus, if Second Ave. were connected. the new crossing 
would be primarily for “local” use, serving local people and 
providing a logical, convenient, modem, attractive, safe, artery 
to the central business and municipal center. 


Conversley, the proposed crossing would be a hindrance 
and inconvenience for the presently normal operations of the 
Scheu Products Co. The proposed crossing would come within 
25 feet of the west end of the industrial firm's building. Level 
of the new crossing would be such that it would be very diffi- 
cut for the Scheu firm to use its west entrance to the building.

A call came in the other day 
from the Valley Alano Club. A 
visitor had wandered in and the 
boys thought I would like to meet 
him. 

Norman, the rest of his name 
must remain anonymous, is from 
Point Barrow, Alaska. Of French 
and Eskimo parentage, he was 
en route to John Hopkins hospi- 
tal in an attempt to correct a 
rheumatic heart condition.

It was during a stopover in 
Ontario that he visited the Val- 
ley Alano Club. 

Small, dark and energetic, he 
has excellent command of Eng- 
lish. He was educated by an 
Episcopal Bishop, he told me. 

Life in the Artic Circle seemed 
grim to me but he claimed to 
be homesick. 

“What,” I asked, ‘“‘do you raise 
in the way of foods where you 
live?”’ 


“Absolutely nothing,’’ he re- 
plied, ‘‘we can’t grow a single 
thing.’’ 


“What is your main articles of 
diet, then?’’ I queried. 

“We live on salmon, seal, 

whale ‘and fish,’?’ he answered. 
‘We don't have to eat all the 
junk you do here.” 
This made me wince. I could 
hardly imagine my family on a 
straight diet originating from the 
ocean. We have fish one meal 
a week ‘and that’s enough. 

“How big a group of Alcoholics 
Anonymous members do you 
have at Point Barrow?’’ I asked. 

‘We had 351 until I left. Now 
it’s 350.”’ 

“How often do you have meet- 
ing's?’’ was my next question.
